EPIC RANKS SPLIT 
AS FIVE RESIGN 
FROM EPIC NEWS 


LOS ANGELES, Mar. 19.—Three 
department heads and two mem- 
bers of the staff of the Epic News 
resigned in a body yesterday, sign- 
ing a statement that the End Pov- 
arty League, Inc., “offers no furth- 
er opportunity for the advance- 
ment of liberal principles as advo- 
cated by Upton Sinclair.” 

Those who turned in their resig- 
nations were Winston F. Moore, 
head of the radio department; For- 
rest Elliot, national publicity di- 
rector; Velma Ruess, associate ed- 
itor of the Epic News; Marian 
von Pracht, director of arts and 
entertainment, and Tom Cullen, a 
writer attached to the league pa- 
per. < 

The five workers bitterly attack- 
ed “this tyrannical form of gov- 
ernment” as placing the reins of 
the Epic movement “in the hands 
of. Ricard S. Otto and Saui Klein 
and 1. few. of their associates.” 
Otto is president of the league 
and Klein is a director. The latter 
has the End Poverty League en- 
dorsement for Office No. 6, Munh- 
icipal Court. 

“The funds of this organization, 
which are donated for the ad- 
vancement of production for use, 
have not been used for that pur- 
pose, but have been dissipated in 
the promotion and organization of 
consumers’ cooperatives,” read the 
statement. 

The workers insisted that their 
action “should not be construed as 
an affront to our leader, Upton 
Sinclair.” It might be pointed out 
to these workers, however, that 
Sinclair,as the acknowledged lead- 
er, is in a position to change and 
shape the policy of the End Pov- 
erty League, which in fact he does 
at' @ny time:he so desires.

The next step in-‘“‘safety” at sea 
is’a government fink book. “To- 
provide scamen on American ves* 
sels with a permanently bound 
discharge book as evidence of

‘The book to contain photograph, 
signatures and other marks ot 
identification (fingerprints—Ed.), 
nm system now used extensively 
by Mos t of the principal maritime 
nations.” 

This is an efiective blacklist 
hnd deportation measure for ship- 
owners to use against any seamen 
who fight for their rights during 
peace time, and especially against 
the foreign born. Put primanily 
it is a war measure to cnable the 
government to man the slips 
with “safe” crews.
